Tiii!  vigorous  campaign  carried  on  by  tlii; 
/)«■=  against  the  sS.  Sebastiilo  hos|iital,  has  at 
last  led  to  at  least  one  gooti  result— a  general 
discussion  of  the  subject  and  a  formal  con- 
demnation of  the  place  by  a  committee  of 
pliysiciaiis  sent  there  by  tlic  school  of  metli- 
cine.  This  committee  found  the  place  fear- 
fully overcrowded,  carrying  more  than  double 
the  number  provided  for  in  the  regular 
wards,  and  having  its  dining-room,  chapel 
and  various  small  rooms  also  tilled  to  llieir 
Itlmosl  capacity.  In  the  children's  warti 
the  crowding  was  something  fearlul,  two 
being  frequently  found  in  one  bed.  For  a 
5ttall-po.\  hospital  this  crowding  means  no- 
tding  less  than  a  wanton  sacrifice  of  file. 
According  to  a  palient  recently  treated 
there,  the  dead  are  left  in  their  beds  for 
hours  until  the  pliysician  makes  his  round 
of  visits.  From  all  accounts,  the  locality  of 
Uiis  hospital  is  not  only  bad,  but  it  is  crimi- 
nally overcrowded  and  badly  managed.  It 
is  just  what  the  Pah  so  graphicallj' 
called  it  — the  "ante-chamber  of  death". 
On  Sunday  the  Jorml  do  Commerdo  join- 
ed the  discussion  and  demanded  the  clos- 
ing of  this  hospital.  It  is  built  near  a 
swamp  and  in  sight  of  three  cemeteries,  and 
according  to  one  who  was  connected  with 
the  institution  last  summer  over  iifty  per 
cent  of  Ihe  convalescents  had  malarial  at- 
tacks before  they  could  get  away  from  the 
place.  Aside  Irom  this  hospital,  there  is  the 
Santa  Barbara  small-poK  hospital,  located  on 
an  island  in  the  midst  of  llie  shipping,  which 
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is  also  extremely  overcrowded,  and  Irom 
which  contagion  has  on  several '  occasions 
l)cen  carried  to  neighboring  ships.  In  this 
tity  itself,  and  in  Niclhcroy,  the  disease  is 
having  its  own  way.  The  heaUh  board  is 
doing  a  hltle  talking  about  vaccination,  but 
nothing  about  increased  and  improved  hos- 
pital facilities,  nothing  about  isolating  the 
cases  and  preventing  the  spread  of  contagion. 
And,  still  worse,  it  has  absolutely  nothing  to 
say  about  the  abominably  filthy  state  of  the 
city,  which,  if  not  cleaned  thoroughly,  will 
certainly  lead  to  another  epidemic  the  com- 
ing hot  season.  We  trust  tlie  local  press 
will  demand  the  abolition  of  so  incapable  a 
health  board  as  well  as  the  closing  of  the 
8.  Sebasiiao  hospital. 


VVhilk  we  are  under  many  obligations 
to  the  Ccrrdo  do  B)vo  for  granting  us  per 
mission  to  "calumniate  it  (the  republic)  at 
pleasure,"  we  trust  that  we  may  by  excusetl 
from  accepting  the  ofTer.  In  the  tirst  place, 
we  are  not  in  the  habit  of  caUimniating 
anything  ;  while,  in  the  second. place,  there 
is  no  such  a  thing  here  aa  a  republic  to 
calumniate.  If  the  Correh  really  knew,  ox 
could,  appreciate,  what  a  republic  really  is, 
then  we  should  take  much  pleasure  in 
discussing  this  imperfect  imitation  point  by 
point,  not  only  to  prove  that  our  claim  to 
be  republican  is  perfectly  consistent,  but 
with  a  hope  that  such  a  controversy  tniglu 
lead  to  beneficial  changes,  But  wlieu  wc 
are  met  at  the  very  outset  by  such  a  rank 
exhibition  of  chauvinism'  as  that  in  which 
the  Cotreio  sfceks  to  incriminate  "foreign 
speculators,  of  unknown  or  doubtful  origin," 
as  the  authors  of  all  the  vexations  wliicli 
Brazil  has  known,  we  must  confess  a  strong 
disinclination  to  pursue  so  fruitless  a  dis- 
cussion. There  are  but  very  few  natives  in 
public  life  who  can  afford  to  invite  compa- 
risons out  hat  point,  and  muclr  less  the  poli- 
tical director  of  the  Correh  do  Povo.  It  is 
gouerally  conceded  that  a  boy  must  learn 
In  read  and  write  before  he  can  figure  as 
a  learned  man,  and  it  is,  or  shouUi  be, 
efjually  clear  that  a  people  must  know  sonie- 
tiiing  of  self-government  before  they  can 
establish  a  successful  republic.  It  has  taken 
the  English  people  a  thousand  years  to 
develop  their  free  institutions,  but  tiie  Correio 
would  have  us  believe  that  a  miracle  has 
occurred  down  here  in  the  transformation 
of  an  illiterate  people,  wholly  without  ex- 
|ierience  or  knowledge  of  local  government, 
into  a  stable,  self-governing  republic  in 
the  twinkling'of  an  eye.  There  are  "foreign 
speculators/'  undoubtedly,  who  will  be  only 
too  glad  to  accept  so  absurd  a  proposition 
^in  case  they  can  make  it  pay — but  tiie 
Correio  mw^i  not  expect  any  man  of  com- 
mon sense  to  believe  such  iwadtUe.  Tiio 
editor  of  tlie  Correio  can  call  a  iiawk  an 
eagle  if  he  wishes,  and  abuse  every  doubter 
as  an  enemy  if  he  can  got  any  satisfaction 
out  of  it,  -but  the  substantial  fact  still 
remains  that  the  hawk  is  still  a  hawk  and 
will  never  be  anything  else.  As  for  the 
Correids  comments  on  the  United  States, 
only  this  ned  be  said—they  prove  our 
proposition  to  a  nicety  as  to  the  profound 
ignorance  of  republican  institutions  which 
exists  in  Brazil.  The  republic  was  not 
created  at  Bunker  Hill,  nor  at  Philadelphia; 
it  lives  to-day  in  principle  just  as  much  in 
the  heart  of  the  Euglislnuan  as  in  tliat  of 
the  American.  Great  Britain  is  a  republic, 
in  the  best  sense  of  the  word,  with  a  rojal 
house  at  its  head  ;.  Argentina,  Uruguay  and, 
we- may  say,  Brazil  are  despotisms  with 
elective  presidents  to  rule  them.  As  tlie 
Correio  is  fond  of  analyzing,  let  him  drop 
the  purely  personal  and  liumorously  weak 
proposition  that  "the  Brazilians  are  much 
superior  in  disposition  and  morality  to  the 
Yankees,"  {which  we  would  really  like  to 
believe,  if  it  were  possible),  and  tell  us  if 
tliis  proposition  is  not  strictly  true. 


We  are  now  at  the  middle  of  September 
and  but  two  and  a  half  months  remain 
before  the  next  hot  season  opens.  In  view 
of  the  bad  sanitary  condition  of  the  city 
these  ten  weeks  will  be  none  too  long  for 
the  thorough  cleaning  and  repair  of  the 
streets,  the  cleaning  of  tenement  houses  and 
the  removal  of  every  source  of  infection 
from  the  crowded  districts  of  the  city.  The 
indications  are  that  we  shall  have  a  very 
bad  summer,  not  because  of  any  unusual 
temperature,  butibecause  of  the  unhealthiness 
and  dirtiness  of  the  city.  We  have  never 
known  the  streets  to  be  in  so  filthy  and 
neglected  a  condition,  the  city  has  never 
before  been  so  crowded,  and  it  has  but 
rarely  occurred  that  the  winter  months  have 


seen  so  much  sickness.  As  the  municipal 
treasury  is  well  provided  with  cash,  there  is 
no  reason  whatever  for  all  this  neglect.  No 
one  is  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  fever  follows 
closely  upon  the  heels  of  such  neglect,  and 
surely  no  one  can  be  unaware  what  that 
moans  in  the  present  crowded  condition  of 
tills' city,  Then,  too,  there  are  indications 
tlial  we  shall  have  endless  trouble  with  our 
water  supply.  Even  now  complamts  of 
scarcity  are  heard  within  a  fortnight  after  a 
heavy  rain.  The  fault  is  not  with  an  insuf- 
ficient supply,  but  because  of  bad  distri- 
bution and  wholesale  waste.  At  the  present 
moment  the  wastage  probably  nearly  equals 
the  consumption.  And  the  worst,  feature 
of  it  all  is  that  a  large  part  of  this  waste  is 
the  result  of  a  job,  in  which  the  people 
were  compelled  to  put  automatic  flushing 
tanks  in  tlieir  closets,  ostensibly  in  the  in- 
terests of  cleanliness  but  really  for  the  profit 
of  the  contractor.'  How  much  water  these 
tanks  require  can  very  easily  be  estimated, 
lor  there  about  70,000  closets  in  the  city 
and  each  tank  holds  not  far  from  ten  gallons; 
Once  an  hour  would  mean  a  consumption 
of  over  sixteen  million  gallons  a  day,  or 
over  sixty  million  litres.  We  are  aware  that 
the  order  was  rescinded  for  the  com[)ulsory 
use  of  these  tanks,  but  not  before  some 
thousands  had  been  put  in.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  they  were  to  discharge  every  fifteen 
minutes,  while  some  of  them  to  our  own 
knowledge  discharge  every  _/?:'(?  minutes,  it 
may  easily  be  seen  that  the  waste  of  water 
Is  still  large  enough  to  seriously  cripple  a 
supply  much  larger  than  wliatwe  have.  In 
our  opinion  the  government  should  at  once 
order  the  removal  of  the  automatic  attach- 
ment In  all  these  tanks  in  order  to  prevent 
the  waste  of  an  article  absolutely  Indispen- 
slble  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  popu- 
lation of  this  capital.  Another  measure 
equally  important  is  the  suspension  of  re- 
constructions before  the  hot  season  begins. 
No  more  licences  should  be  given  for  such 
reconstructions  which  can  not  be  finished 
before  the  middlfi  of  November.

ARCENTINE  REHABILITA  TION, 

We  Ii;\ve  received  several  cninimiriicalions  in 
refcience  to  the  suf;i;cslimi  we  made  tliree  weeks 
af^o  as  to  the  first  step  to  l;c  inlieii  in  settiiij;  Argen- 
lin.i  rij;tit.  One  such  coinnuiiiicalion  we  have 
iilready  published,  and  otliers  of  a  private  nalure 
Iiavc  reached  hs.  Tiiey  all  approve  generally  the 
reconimeTulaliDn  we  inade,  atjreeiiig  lliat  the 
.■\rijentine  nDvernnient  had  not  had  competent 
assisfanoe  to  work  out  a  satisfactory  plan,  thit 
gentlemen  sitting;  in  London,  lunvever  ahle  ihey 
may  lie,  are  not  in  a  situation  to  judge  what  Ar- 
ijentina  can  do,  and  that,, therefore,  a  comniis.sioner 
uu^lu  to  lie  sent  out  as  soon  as  possijjle,  tlial  he 
iiui;ht  to  l)e  a  nun  wliose  »ery  name  will  inspire 
cniditience  at  both  sides  "of  ihe  Atlantic,  and  that 
he  oui;ht  to  lie  liainpered  as  little  .is  may  be  by  in- 
structions. RiU  some  of  our  corres|iondenls  go  on 
to  uiye  tlint  we  ought  to  make  known  our  own 
ideas  as  to  tlie  lines  upon  which  the  settlement 
ought  to  proceed.  Willi  nuicli  respect  we  ciilTcr 
from  our  correspondents.  We  hold  very  strongly 
ihat  the  commissioner  ought  to  be  untrammeled 
[)y  instructions,  except  of  the  vaguest  nature,  and 
that  difl'icuUies  should  not  be  raised  in  his  path 
beforehand  hy  exciting  expectations  of  this  or  that 
arrangement  in  the  public  mtnci.  lift  ouglit,  in 
fact,  we  venture  to  say,  to  be  left  as  free  a  hand  as 
is  possible.  But  while  we  cannot  venture  to  dis- 
cuss now  what  the  settlement  ought  to  be,  there  is 
one  point  whlcli  seems  to  us  it  would  be  wise  to 
coiisidci,  even  at  this  stage  of  the  matter,  .namely, 
whether  any  maclnnery  should  be  constructed  to 
ensure  the  carrying  out,  wittiout  friction,  of  what- 
ever arrnngemeiit  may  be  made.  We  said  three 
weeks  ago  that  an  international  commission,  or 
intein;itional  intervention,  is  not  ti)  he  thought  ot, 
and  that  still  remains  our  opinion,  firstly,  because 
we  do  not  believe  that  the  Argentine  republic 
would  agree  voluntarily  to  part  wdlh  its  sovereignty 
and  submit  itself  in  any  part  of  its  jurisdictioii  to 
the  representatives  of  the  European  powers,  and 
nobody  tliat  we  know  of  suggests  that  force  should 
■be  Used  ;  and,  secondly,  we  tliink  that  the  proposal 
ought  to  he  put  aside,  becRuse  even  if  the  Argen- 
tine republic  could  be  induced  to  submit  to  inter- 
national intervention,  the  United  States  would  be 
illmosl  sure  to  object. 

It  may  be  replied  lint  the  United  States  could 
l)e  given  a  seat  on  the  international  council,  but 
the  American  people  have  no  serious  interest  in 
Argentine  finance,  and  therefore  they  have  n'o 
motive  to  accept  such. a  seal,  for  by  so  doing  they 
would  practically  give  up  the  Monroe  doctrine. 
It  would  be  difficult  for  them  in  the  future  to  assert 
the  Monroe  doctrine  if,  they  had  waived  it  in  a 
particulir  case.  But  as  we  said  three  weeks  ago, 
international  control  is  not  necessary.  In  1871  the 
Uruguayan  goveinmeni  admitted  the  principle  of 
control  by  the  bondholders,  as,  in  fact,  it  bound 
itself  to  allow  represeiilalives  o(  the  bondholders  to 
collect  the  customs'  revenue  for  application  to  the 
service  (rf  llic  debt.  Here  we  have  an  instance  ot 
a  South  American  republic  recognizing  the  right 
o(  its  creditors  to  have  some  control  in  seeing  thai" 
the  service  of  the  debt  is  maintained.  .It  may  be 
replied  that  our  iUuitration  is  nn  unhappy  one,  for, 
unfortunately,  the  arrangement  was  not  carried  out. 
But  the  Argentine  republic  is  much  more  solicifoui 
for  its  credit  thun  Uruguay  was  in  the  past.  The 
present  Argentine  government,  though  it  has  com- 
mitted grave  faults,  is,  as  everybody  admits,  sin- 
cerely desirous  ol  fulfilling  its  engagements,  and 
we  may  hope  that  all  succeeding  governments  will 


be  of  tlie  game  mind.  If,  then,  the  Argentine  re 
public  can  be  induced  to  admit  the  principle  of 
control,  we  do  not  doubt  that  it  will  keep  to  its 
cngagetneiits.  Even  the  Turkish  government, 
which  is  not  as  enlightened  as  the  Argentine,  and 
which  has  stronger  temptations  because  of  its 
military  necessities,  has  honorably  fulfilled  the 
engagements  entered  into  10  years  ago,  and  has 
allowed  the  Council  of  Administration  to  collect 
the  allotted  revenues,  and  pay  them  to  the  bond- 
holders. What  Turkey  has  done  we  may  fairly 
conclude  Argentina  would  do. 

It  may  he  objected  that  the  Argentine  republic 
would  not  ai;ree  to  control,  for  it  would  lie  prac- 
tically admitting  that  its  creditors  could  not  trust 
in  its  good  faith,  but,  of  course,  tlie  pro|)asaI 
would  not  be   made   on   the   i;round  that  the  good

.rather  on  tin;  ground  that  tli 
ment  itself  wunld  he  benefited  hy  tlie  assistance 
and  advice  o(  European  financial  experts.  Nolmdy 
supposes  tlial  even  Dr.  Celman  himself  intended  to 
ruin  the  republic  and  rob  its  creditors.  Had  as 
was  his  administration,  and  suspected  as  have  been 
his  motives,  nobody  would  go  so  far  as  to  accuse 
him  of  thai.  Hut  successive  Argentine  adminislra- 
lions  have  involved  themselves  in  expenditure 
much  in  excess  of  the  resources  of  the  ctjuntry, 
and  have  thus  brought  it  to  its  present  pass.  Ii 
would  be  an  advantage  to  the  Argentine  govern- 
ment to  have  by  its  side  skilled  European  finan- 
ciers to  aiivise  it,  and  also  to  administer  its  finances, 
If  the  matter  were  put  before  it  in  that  way,  with- 
out unnecessarily  hurting  its  susceptibilities,  we 
see  no  reason  to  suppose  that  it  would  strongly 
object,  iiut  we  recognise,  of  course,  that  it  would 
have  some  reluctance.  Firstly,  it  would  not  care 
to  do  anylliing  that  might  look  like  an  admission 
that  the  bondholders  are  justified  in  suspecting  its 
good  failli ;  and  secondly,  it  would  shrink  from 
even  appearing  to  part  with  any  of  its  prerogatives. 
There  would  then  need  to  be  some  inducement 
oflered  to  get  it  to  accept  the  principle  ot  control. 
European  tinancial  experts  would  be  of  advantage, 
firstly,  because  of  the  assistance  ttiey  would  be  able 
to  render  tlie  government ;  and,  secondly,  Itecause 
of  the  favorable  impression  tlieir  appointment 
would  make  in  Europe,  and  the  consequent  i,m- 
provement  in  Argentine  credit.  But  the  advantage 
woulii  end  tlieie,  and  would  not  be  so  striking  as 
to  affect  the  imagination  of  tlie  Argentine  people. 

We  venture  tosulnnit  that  the  best  form  in  which 
control  could  be  introduced  would  be  in  that  of  a 
great  national  bank,  founded  with  European 
capital,  and  managed  tinder  European  supervision. 
Under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  of 
course,  the  collapse  of  speculation  in  Argentina, 
and  the  bankruptcy  of  the  national,  provincial,  and 
municipal  governments,  must  have  plunged  the 
country  in  deep  depression,  but  the  depression  !ias 
been  inmiensely  intensified  by  the  insolvency  of 
tha  state  banks.  That  has  utterly  par-ilyzed  credit 
in  every  way,  and  hai  deprived  the  comnitrcial  .^nd 
agricultural  communities  of  the  ordinary  banking 
accommodation  to  which  they  had  become  accus- 
tomed. It  is  impossible  that  there  can  be  any  real 
revival  of  prosperity  until  the  banking  system  ol 
the  country  is  reorganized.  No  doubt  the  country 
is  already  benefiting  from  the  funding  of  the  cou- 
pons, which  relieves  it  of  the  necessity  of  remitting 
money  to  Europe;  from  tl)e  stoppage  of  public 
woiks,  the  falling  otl  of  imports  ol  luxuries,  and 
from  ability  to  sell  its  produce  on  good  terms. 
From  these  causes  its  condition  is  necessarily  im- 
proving. But  the  improvement  would  be  much 
more  rapid  and  much  more  certain  if  banking  ae- 
cominodation  could  be  obtained  by  the  agricultural 
and  commercial  classes.  Dr.  Lopez  and  President 
Pellegrini  know  this  well,  and,  indeed,  one  of  their 
first  attempts  on  their  accession  to  power  was  to 
endeavor  to  get  control  of  the  slate  banks 
throut^liout  the  interior  with  the  object  of  turning 
tliem  into  branches  of  Ihe  National  Bank.  The 
attempt  failed,  partly  because  of  their  own  mis- 
takes, and  partly  because  of  the  opposition  of  the 
provincial  governments  ;  but  it  shows  all  the  same 
how  well  aware  they  are  of  the  necessity  of  re- 
organizing the  banking  system  of  the  country. 
Furthermore,  it  is  well  known  that  negotiations  for 
the  establishment  ot  a  new  National  Bank  with 
Eufupean  capital  have  been  going  on.  If,  then,  a 
conipiomise  witlt  the  crtditors  of  Argentina  were 
to  be  coupled  with  the  establishment  of  a  National 
Bank  to  replace  the  existing  slate  banks,  it  would 
olTer  a  very  liopeful  medium  for  settlement  of  the 
diHicuIties  of  the  "country.  Of  course,  it  would  be 
absolutely  requisite  tliat  the  capital  should  be 
European,  for  Argentina  cannot  afford  the  capital 
herself,  and  to  get  European  capital  it  would  be 
necessary  that  there  should  be  European  manage- 
ment. Tile  government  would  not  like  tl)is,  for 
government  control  of  the  st.He  banks  is  a  tradition 
o(  the  country,  and,  iintortunately,  is  almost  le- 
quired  for  conducting  politics  after  the  Argentine 
fashion.  Iku  if  the  government  is  to  rehabilitate 
the  credit  o(  the  country  and  to  bring  it  out  of  the 
existing  Slough  of  Despond  it  must  give  way. 
There  must  be  European  management  indepen- 
dent of  government  intervention.  If  that  point  is 
conceded,  if  the  majority  of  the  directors  are  Euro- 
peans, not  nominees  ol  tliegovernment,  but  elected 
liy  the  shareholders,  European  capital  will  be 
foithcoiniiig,  for,  as  we  have  said,  the  funding  of 
ilie  coupons  and  stimulation  of  exports  are  gradu- 
ally laying  the  louiulation  for  recovery.  If,  in  ad- 
dition, European  capital  .were  introduced  to  found 
a  great  bank  that  could  .accommodate  the  country 
with  lianking  assistance,  the  recovery  would  pro- 
bably be  more  rapid  than  pessimists  now  expect. 
Then  the  de[n-eciated  .Argentine  securities  would 
gieaily  rise  in  price;  and  those  who  had  invested 
in  the  National  Bank  would  find  their  investment 
in  the  long  run  profitable  both  directly  and  in- 
directly. 


THE  SPANISH  TREA  7  Y.  ' 

The  reciprocity  treaty  between  Spain  and  the 
United  Stales  affecting  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico, 
which  went  into  effect  on  the  ist  inst.,  contains  two 
schedules — one  transitory  to  terminate  June  30th, 
1892,  and  the  other  permanent  to  enter  into  efTect 
on  July  Ist,  1892.  On  the  part  of  the  United 
States  the  concessions  are  those  of  Section  3  of  the 
TaiilTActof  1890,  comprising  the  free  entry  of 
c»ifee,  sugar,  molasses,  and  hides.  In  exchange 
for  these  Spain  grants  tiie  following  :

If  we  are  not  mis- 
taken this  is  in  violation  of  the  treaties  with  Brazil, 
Uruguay  and  Paraguay. 

— It  is  reported  from  Buenos  Aires  that  the  new 
Chilian  government  has  declared  the  ministers, 
congressmen  and  councillors  ol  the  dictatorship 
responsible  for  the  destruction  caused  by  the  war, 
and  has  embargoed  Balmaceda's  property., 

— A  Valparaiso  telegram  of  the  loth  says  thai 
Minister  Egan  has  been  called  home.  VVe  take 
sincere  pleasure  in  noting  this,  as  this  gentleman's 
sympathy  for  the  Balmaceda  usurpation  would 
render  it  impossible  for  him  to  beon  gooj  terms 
with  the  new  government. 

—Our  latest  mail  advices  from  Montevideo  state 
that  Srs.  Torres  and  Dantas,  who  are  negotiating 
for  tlie  reorganization  of  the  Banco  Nacional  into 
the  Banco  Uruguay,  had  gone  over  to  Buenos 
Aires  to  offer  a  scheme  lor  the  resurrection  of  the 
Argentine  Banco  Nacional.  It  looks  as  though 
the  Banco  de  Credito  Popular  is  trying  to  under, 
take  some  very  large  jobs. 


Legislative  Notes

Skptemher  4.— ,5'i'Hrti'^.— Senator  Wandenkollc 
spoke  against  the  bill  for  establishing  a  school 
for  machinists  at  Fard,  which,  he  says,  will  cause 
useless  expense,  lead  to  rivalry  among  the  differ- 
ent states  and  doubtless  open  the  way  (or  other 
extravagance.  He  moved  to  refer  the  bill  to  the 
committee  on  finance,  and  the  motion  was  voted. 
The  bill  abolishing  the  payment  o(  import  duties  in 
gold  was,  at  the  request  of  its  author,  withdrawn 
from  discussion.  The  bill  (or  boring  artesian 
wells  in  Ceara  was  voted  in  1st  discussion.  Senator 
Ubaldino  do  Aniaral  said  that  the  greater  part  o( 
the  bill  on  elections  is  acceptable,  but  that  be  is 
opposed  to  public  voting,  which,  he  says,  will 
always  insure  the  triumph  of  the  government. 
Senator  Saraiva  said  that  objection  had  been  made 
to  what  he  had  said  in  regard  to  the  republic.  He 
had,  however,  merely  repealed  what  republicans 
themselves  assert.  Of  course  the  members  of  the' 
provisional  government  get  angry  when  the  truth 
IS  told  about  that  government.  In  the  annals  of 
history  there  is  no  record  of  a  more  fatal  dictattJr- 
ship  than  that  which  was  established  in  Brazil. 
Senator  Campos  Salles:— "You  say  this  because 
■ou'are  not  able  to  enter  into  the  spirit  of  repub- 
ican  institutions.  I  assume  full  responsibility,  for 
all  I  did  and,  under  similar  circumstances,  would 
do  it  again."  Chamber  of  Deputies '~~'^\te  bill  for 
dissolving  congress  and  the  state  legislatures  caused 
a  heated  debate,  and  the  chair  decided  that  the  bill 
is  unconstitutional  and  that  consequently  it  coulil 
not  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  house. 
Deputy  Seabra  opposed  the  bill  .prohibiting  the  use 
of  titles  and  decorations.  Deputy  Retumba  in 
speaking  on  the  navy  bill  said  that  although 
Brazil  has  six  navy-yards  and  only  30  war  vessels, 
scarcely  any  of  these  vessels  are  able  to  navigate. 
Deputy  JosiS  Avelino  moved  that  the  special  com- 
mittee on  financial  inquiry  be  instructed  to  suspend 
action  until  after  the  government  shall  have  pre- 
sented the  plan  to  which  the  President  of  the  re- 
public refers  in  a  message  to  the  Senate.  The 
president  said  that  he  could  not  put  this  motion  to 
the  vote,  as  it  is  contrary  to  the  rules.  Deputy 
JosiS  Avelino  :— "  Very  well,  then  I  shall  resort  to 
the  press.  The  rules  of  the  bouse  are  constantly 
violated,"  Deputy  Adolpho  Gordo  defended  the 
marriage  bill.  Deputy  Francisco  Veiija,  in  speak- 
ing on  the  army  hill,  said  that  the  expense  with  the 
army  is  much  too  great,  having  increased  under 
the  republic  from  15,000,000$  to  33,000,000$. 
After  lamenting  that  the  Country  continued  to  he 
held  under  milttary  domination,  be  related  the  fol- 
lowing parable :— A  spirited  courser,  unable  to 
captur;  a  nimble  roebuck,'  proposed  to  a  lion  a 
treaty  of  alliance.  The  king  of  beasts  accepted  the 
proposal  on  condition  that  he  should  be  allowed  to 
seat  himseli  on  his  ally's  back.  On  these  terms 
the  allies  set  forth  in  pursuit  of  the  nimble  roe- 
buck which  speedily  fell  into  their  hands,  and  then, 
amid  the  roar  of  artillery  and  the  shouts  of  ad- 
miring Beasldom  the  lion  was  proclaimed  a  con- 
quering hero.     Nearly  two  years  have  elapsed,  Mr, 


President,  said  the  apenker,  and,  accordlne  to  the 

latest  news  received  from  Benstdom  the  conquering 
hero  i'j  still  on  the  back  of  the  spirited  courser. 
(Prolonged  laughter  and  applause.  The  speaker 
was  congratulated  by  all  the  deputies  present) .

republic.  CAamiet  of  Deputies.— De\iyiiy  Bevil- 
aqua,  speaking  on  the  S.  Sebaslifio  hospital,  said 
that  that  establishment  is  not,  as  has  been  saiil, 
(he  "  ante-chamber  of  death,"  but  the  very  fur- 
nace of  death.  No  one,  he  says,  can  form  an  i<lea 
of  the  honors  that  await  the  unfortunates  carried 
to  that  hospital.  When  small-pox  patients  are  car- 
ried there  it  is  almost  impossible  for  their  friends 
to  obtain  information  concerning  them.  Some- 
times false  information  is  given,  at  other  times  the 
inquiries  elicit  disrespectful  answers.  On  the 
portals  of  the  building  should  be  written :  — 
Lasciate  ogni  speranza  6  voi  che  entrate.  Deputy 
JoAo  de  Siqueira  defended  his  bill  prohibiting 
Asiatic  and  African  immigvalion.  A  question  arose 
between  the  speaker  and  Deputy  Moraes  c  Bavros 
as  to  whether  the  people  ol  the  Azores  Islands  are 
Euro|)eans  or  Africans,  Deputy  Arthur  Rios  in- 
sisted on  the  removal  of  the  Chamber  from  the 
present  building.  The  present  session  of  congress 
IS  nearly  finished  and  there  is  still  much  to  be 
done ;  yet  congress  continues  to  lose  four  hours 
a  day  on  account  of  the  unsuitability  o(  the  build- 
mg  in  which  it  is  sitting.  He  moved  that  the 
chair  should  ask  ibe  minister  of  interior  to  place 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Chaml)er  (he  building  occu- 
pied by  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  in  the  time  o(  ihe 
monarchy.  Deputy  Aniphilophio  spoke  against 
the  marriage  bill.  Deputy  Mcniia  Barreto,  in 
speakii.ji,  of  the  army  bill,  defended  President  l)eo. 
d<iro  who,  lie  said,  should  be  counselled  and 
guided  rather  than  opposed.  In  speaking  on  the 
navy  bill  Deputy  Custodio  de  Mello  answered  this 
speech.  If  it  be  true  that  President  Deodoro,  as  is 
urged  by  many  original  republicans,  is  not  to 
blame  and  th.it  the  real  culprits  are  his  ministers, 
why,  he  asked,  do  not  the  President's  republican 
biends  tak?  him  by  the  bind  and  lead  him  to  the 
path  of  duly.?  The  speaker  docs  not  believe  that 
the  safety  of  the  republic  depends  on  the  marshal's' 
sword;  on  Ihe  contrary,  no  one  has  done  more  to 
cast  discredit  on  the  republic  than  the  President 
himself.  The  inability  of  Ijie  chief  of  the  pio- 
visional  government  to  comprelusnd  republican 
]>rinciples  has  degraded  the  revolution  into  a  mili- 
tary sedition,  'i'he  situation  of  the  country  is 
critical,  and  demands  prompt  and  vigorous  mea- 
sures. These  measures  must  come  from  congress, 
for  from  Itamaraty  palace  there  is  nothing  I0  be 
expected.  Deputy  Felisbello  Freire  opposed  the 
amendment  offered  by  Deputy  Amphilophio  to  the 
bill  in  relatiiin  to  crimes  lor  which  the  President  of 
the  republic  is  subject  to  impeachment.  The  com- 
mittee on  legislation  reported  against  the  Senate 
amendment  to  the  bill  granting  a  pension  of 
120,000$  to  the  ex-Gmperor.  The  amendment 
requires  the  pension  to  be  paid  at  the  exchange 
rate  of  27d .  per  mil  reis. 

Sepiemiier  9.— i'cwrt/^,— Senator  Ramiro  IJar- 
ccllos  in  speaking  on  a  pension  bill  said  that  the 
republic  is  endtavoring  to  organize  its  budget 
and  such  bills  as  this  interfere  with  this  work.  If 
the  republic  was  not  established  to  put  an  end  to 
such  abuses,  then  he  does  not  know  why  the 
republic  was  established.  Senator  Amaro  Cava! 
canti  defended  the  electoral  bill.  Chamber  of  Depu 
/w.— Deputy  Gon5alo  de  Lagos  called  attention  tf 
the  delay  in  the  boring  ol  artesian  wells  in  CearS, 
(iue,  he  said,  to  the  detention  in  the  cuslnm 
house  of  machinery  imported  by  the  contractor. 
In  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  drouth-stricken 
regions  he  called  upon  the  government  to  instruct 
the  inspector  of  customs  at  CeaiA  to  allow  this 
machinery  to  be  taken  out  of  the  customhouse. 
The  Chamber  voted  the  motion  of  Deputy  Arlliuv 
Rios,  offered  on  the  previous  day,  in  regard  to  the 
removal  of  the  Chamber  from  the  present  building. 
On  motion  of  Deputy  Zama  it  ordered  to  be  printed 
ill  the  journal  of  the  house  ihe  telegram  from  the 
Chilian  congress  thanking  the  Chamber  lor  its  con- 
1,'ratulations  on  the  termination  of  the  civil  war. 
Its  gratification  on  receiving  the  congratulations, 
says  llie  congress,  is  increased  by  the  fact  that  the 
cause  which  triumphed  is  that  of  parlimeniary 
t;overiiment  in  America,  The  bill  lor  organizing 
the  federal  district,  from  .\rt.  15  to  58  inclusive, 
vvas  voted  with  amendments  in  2nd  discussion, 
The  budget  committee  reported  on  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  department  ot  foreign  affairs,  reducing 
the  estimate  of  the  government  {1,809,725$)  lo 
1,232,300$, 

Septemder  10.— 5'f«(7/('.— From  the  joint  com 
mittee  there  was  reported  a  bill  for  regulating  tht 
procedure  in  impeachment  tri.ils.  Senator  Ainerico 
Lobo  introduced  a  bill  confirming  the  right  of  the 
'  Princess  Imperial  to  the  dower  granted  to  her  on 
her  marriage  and  prohibiting  the  sale  of  the  re- 
spective properly.  The  bill  reorganizing  the 
Suprerne  Military  Court  was  voted,  with  amend- 
ments in  2iid  discussion.  In  the  vole  on  Ihe  sub- 
stitute bill  on  incompatibility,  74  votes  were  cast 
in  its  favor  and  56  against  it.  This  substitute  had 
been  voted  by  the  Chamber  and  rejected  by  the 
Senate,  Failing  now  to  receive  two-thirds  of  the 
voles  of  the  members  present,  it  was  considered 
rejected  and  the  bill  as.  originally  voted  by  the 
Senate  was  passed.  The  (ollowing  hills  were  voted 
in  first  discussion : — For  establishing  custom-

On  motion  of  Deputy  Serzedetlo  the  vetoed  bill  for 
limiting  the  powers  cA  governors  of  unorganized 
slates  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  legisla- 
tion. 

September  \\.~Semte.~-'i\\i  Senate  discussed 
the  electoral  bill  and  the  bill  on  compulsory  retire- 
ment of  military  officers.  Chamber  of  Deputies.— 
Deputy  Cesario  Motta  spoke  on  the  sanitary  state 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  urged  the  government  to 


cause  the  troops  and  the  police  lo  t»  vaccinatcil. 
In  the  tenement  houses  there  are,  lie  said,  many 
sinoll-pox  jHitients  that  should  be  removed,  If 
the  government  has  not  means  lo  combat  the 
epidemic,  it  should  ask  congress  to  vole  them. 
Deputy  Thomai!  Delfino  said  that  the  board  of 
health  is  almost  totally  unprepareil  lo  combat  the 
epidemic,  the  snnllnry  service  being  entirely  dis- 
organized. .The  sufferings  of  the  people  from,  the 
epidemic  and  from  the  excessive  cost  ol  the  neces- 
saries of  life  is  alienating  them  from  the  new  in- 
stitutions of  the  country.  Sixteen  ailicles  of  the 
army  bill  were  voted  with  many  nmcndmciils. 
One  of  the  amendments  prohibits  the  govemniciit 
from  filling  up  the  vacant  ranks  ol  the  aiiny 
beyond  the  limit  of  20,000  men  until  con  ;rcss 
shall  have  made  Ihe  necessary  iipproprialions,(ir 
authorized  Ibe  re-organizallon  of  Ihe  army.  The 
term  of  service  for  volunteers  is  fixed  nl  4  years 
and  for  conscripts  at  5  years  when  they  piesenl 
themselves  within  15  days  and  6  years  when  they 
delay  longer  in  presenting  themselves.

—On  the  lolli  there  was  a  strike  among  the 
laborers  in  ihe  custom  house  of  Ihis  city,  ndio 
complained  of  having  been  kepi  al  work  after 
working-hours.  A  force  of  60  policemen  was 
sen!  there  to  keep  order,  and  efforts  were  unsuc- 
cessliilly  made  lo  induce  the  laliorers  to  resume 
work.  The  inspector  of  customs  comnuinicated 
the  fact  to  the  minister  of  finance,  who,  ailer 
arriving  al  the  custom-house,  conversed  with 
several  labcners  and  promised  to  investigale  tlie 
matter.  Il  is  slated  that  he  has  given  orders  for 
llie  puiiLslinient  of  the  ringleaders  of  the  sirike,  if 
they  can  Iw  liiscovered.  The  prime  cause  of  the 
difficutiy  was  an  order  of  the  inspector  for  a  small 
increase  in  the  hours  ol  work.  The  strike  con- 
tinued on  the  lllh,  and  the  police  were  kept 
on  duly  during  the  day  to  maintain  order.  Some 
300  laborers  withdrew  without  making  a  distur- 
bance. Sailors  and  workmen  liehingmg  to  the 
budding  service  of  ihecuslom-house  were  employed 
in  handling  merchandise.  On  the  12th  ihe  minister 
ordered  the  discharge  of  the  leaders  of  the  stiike 
with  instructions  not  lo  re-engage  them.  This  will 
probably  make  matters  worse.
